And  Our  Wings 

The  late  Professor  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 
marched  in  many  freedom  marches.  Once,  after 
coming  back  from  Selma,  Alabama,  he  remark¬ 
ed  that  he  felt  as  if  he  had  prayed  with  his  feet. 

You  can  pray  with  your  feet:  on  Solidarity  Sun¬ 
day,  May  11.  This  mass  march  for  Soviet  Jewry 
sends  a  clear  message  that  the  Jews  of  New  York 
care  for  the  Jews  of  the  Soviet  Union.  Their 
destiny,  their  political  and  religious  freedom, 
their  ability  to  emigrate  is  our  paramount 
concern. 

And  caring  counts.  When  Anatoly  Shcharan- 
sky  looked  for  the  inner  resources  to  last  the 
long  years  of  his  imprisonment,  from  where  did 
he  derive  his  strength?  For  the  Book  of  Psalms 
and  from  the  knowledge  that  Jews  the  world  over 
cared  for  him.  Our  marching  crossed  continents 
and,  as  a  prayer,  it  rose  up  and  was  heard  by 
those  who  needed  its  encouragement.  It  was 
heard  also  in  the  Kremlin  and  in  the  White 
House  so  that  Soviet  Jewry  would  be  on  the 
Summit  agenda.  That  is  the  power  of  prayer! 

You  can  also  pray  with  your  wings.  Recent 
terrorist  incidents  have  frightened  many  people 
and  have  caused  major  changes  in  the  summer 
travel  plans  of  Americans.  Thoughtful  people 
that  we  are,  we  should  take  care  when  we  make 
plans.  Which  is  why  we  should  not  change  any 
plans  we  had  to  fly  to  and  vacation  in  Israel. 
Unless  you  want  to  change  your  tickets  to  El  Al. 

While  Israel  needs  our  tourism,  we  need  con¬ 
stant  contact  with  Israel  even  more.  And,  as  a 
congregant  said  to  me  just  before  Passover,  be¬ 
ing  in  Israel  is  being  Jewishly  safe.  May  14  is 
Israel  Independence  Day.  What  better  way  to 
pray  than  to  decide  to  fly  to  Israel.  That  is  a 
heavenly  prayer. 

Pray  hard  this  month:  with  your  feet  and  with 
your  wings!

Volunteers  Sought  For 
Elderly  Outreach  Program 

Volunteer  Services  for  the  Elderly  of  Yorkville 
(VSEY)  is  a  not-for-profit  organization  commit¬ 
ted  to  helping  any  older  person  in  the  Yorkville 
area  remain  at  home,  comfortably  and  safely. 
This  area  between  East  55th  Street  and  East  96th 
Street  is  often  thought  of  as  an  area  of  the  young 
and  wealthy.  However,  it  has  the  highest  con¬ 
centration  of  older  people  of  any  urban  district 
in  the  country. 

Organized  in  1978,  VSEY  was  the  result  of 
a  merger  of  four  organizations,  each  providing 
a  specific  service  to  the  elderly  of  Yorkville.
